The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

Inventions I and II and III are related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case the methods as 
claimed can be practices with another materially different product, such as alcohols. 

The concentrate II can be used for other purposes than the composition of III, 
such as soap bases. 

The Group l-lll have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their 
different classification, have acquired a separate status in the art because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter, the search for any 1 group is not required for any 
other Group, and a search and examination of the entire application would place an 
undue burden on the Examiner, the present restriction requirement is proper for 
examination purposes.
